police officer $15 per month—total $55 
month, and that on the 1st day of Sept. 
1917, the Burgess had requested the police 
officer to leturn the badge, nippers and 
cuffs thereby making the position of pum- 
per and police officer Goth void, the 
Council resolved that the compensation 
of the pumper shall be $40 per month, 
and making no provision for police officer 
in connection therewith, was presentent- 
ed and unaniaiously adopted.

elected pumper—compensation §40 per 
month, term to commence Monday morn- 
ing, Sept. 10, 1917, and to continue un- 
der agreement to be made until the or- 
ganization of the next council, the tirst 
Monday in January, 1918.

Rice Thrown Away at One 


Wedding Equal to Soldier's 


Food Ration for Whole Day. 


The custom of throwing rice at wed- 


dings is a wasteful one, in the opin- 
ion of C. E. Vuil of the Colorado Agri- 
cultural college. 


"It is unnecessary, to say the least," 


he declares, "and If one stops to con- 
sider the probable amount thus wasted 
in the entire United States each year, 
one is the more impressed with the ab- 
surdity of the custom. At the present 
time, when the whole country la 
aroused to the need of food production 
and food conservation, the throwing 
of rice at weddings is a matter for the 
attention of those who are trying to 
solve the food problem. Rice has a 
fuel value of 1,630 large calories per 
pound, as compared with 1,306 calories 
from white bread, 1,655 from cornmeal 
and 325 from potatoes.

Did you know that the felt hat you 
are wearing represents the fur of 
three or four rabbits? 
It’s a fact, declares the San Fran­ 
cisco Examiner. 
And it’s also true that there are 
about 80,000,000 felt hats made In the 
United States every year. 
Figure it out for yourself. 
At the 
minimum of three rabbits per hat. 
that number of hats means 90.000,000 
rabbits a year. 
Of that number less than two per 
cent are killed In the United States, 
according to a paper read before the 
Society of Chemical Industry in New 
York by C. D. Parks. 
Most of the 
other 08 per cent come from Aus­ 
tralia, Avhere the rabbit. Introdticed 
long ago as a pet, has become a na­ 
tional pest. 


Food Ration for Whole Day. 


The Custom of throwing rice at wed­ 
dings is a wasteful one, in the opin­ 
ion of C. E. Vail of the Colorado Agri­ 
cultural college.

1.655 from cornmeal 
and 825 from potatoes. 
The United 
States soldier’s food ration Is about 
4,200 calories per day. 
In throwing 
away three pounds of rice there are 
wasted 4.800 food calories. The lesson 
should be quite obvious.”

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In preparing fowls for shipment by 
parcel post, the chief object is to keep 
the skin from being torn or rubbed. 
Dry picking Is reconnnended, 
The floor of the duckhouse must be 
kept dry and should be well littered 
with clean, dry straw. 
Strange as It nmy seem, while ducks 
will thrive if they have access to a 
stream of \vater or pond, they must 
have dry quarters at night. 
Growing chicks w ill grow best when 
they can roost where there is clean 
perches and only a roof over their 
heads. 
Sulphate of iron is a blood tonic, 
as well as an effectual remedy against 
the small round worms frequently dis­ 
covered in the Intestines of the birds. 
Any of the larger breeds of ducks 
will yield quite a great deal in the 
way of feathers in a year’s time.

Washlngton.—The task of maintain- 


ing during the war an ample supply 
of food will be attacked on a still 
larger scale by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture through a 
•core or more of projects, under the 
provisions of the food production bill 
Just enacted by congress. 


While most of the projects will be 


extensions of present activities, some 
of them will represent new undertak- 
ings. The task will be to find just 
where the country stands in so far 
as the adequacy of the present food 
supply Is concerned, to speed up the 
production of food crops where\er this 
can be done, and to stop as many as 
possible of the leaks through which 
hundreds of millions of dollars' worth 
of edible products annually is wasted. 
Eleven million three hundred and for- 
ty-six thousand four hundred dollars 
are made available for the work in 
the food production bill. This money 
Is for emergency use in addition to the 
funds appropriated in the regular ag- 
ricultural appropriation bill for the 
usual activities of the department. The 
bill also Is distinct from the food con- 
trol bill, a measure havlnc to do chief- 
ly with the regulation of the distribu- 
tion of food. 


To Increase County Agent Force. 
One of the most important steps to 


be taken in the emergency ajrrk ultural 
work will be the extension of the ex- 
isting force of county agents, the joint 
field employees of the department and 
the states, who come into most direct 
contact with farmers. 
With the addi- 


tion of the new county agents an 
agent will be situated in practically 
every agricultural county in the Unit- 
ed States that will co-operate to ad\ise 
and assist farmers in c\cry way pos- 
sible on matters of production, conser- 
vation and marketing. 
The number 


of woman county agents in rural coun- 
ties will be considerably increased and 
other woman agents will be placed in 
a number of the larger towns and cit- 
ies. Those women will stimulate the 
production of garden truck, poultry 
and other products by women and chil- 
dren, and will advise and instruct in 
regard to the most efficient methods 
of food utilization and conservation.

Hate All Subject Races. 


"The stupendous wickedness of the 


extermination of the Armenian na- 
tion cannot be dismissed ns a mere 
device of Oriental statecraft or as a

Turk has in the past shown some ap- 
titude for diplomacy, 
If little for 


statesmanship, but the modern Young 
Turk of the committee of union and 
progress Is an infinitely worse tyrant 
than his predecessors, and all the 
native savagery and blood lust that 
are his heritage now find vent In 
deliberate and organized crimes.

Crawling beneath the safety gates at 


the King's Mill mill road crossing of the 
P. BB., in York, to get over the crossing 
ahead of the train, Harry Wildasin, 
boarding in thut city, was instantly killed 
shortly after noon on Tuesday when he 
was struck by a "deadhead" west bound 
troop train, going 40 miles an hour. Wil« 
diisin was employed by A. B. Kraft, sou- 
crete contractor, and wa* on his way to 
the Kraft stables after his noon-day lunch. 
The man's hearing was somewhat defec- 
tive. The body (if the uian was struck 
by the bumper of the engine and carried 
about 50£feet beyond the crossing. A 
lamp along the track was broken from its 
fastenings and was 'deposited at .a point 
near the body.

He leaves his mother, one sister, Mia. 
Jennie Weaver, of Hanover, and a son, 
Harry Wildanin, of York. Interment 
was made in Mt Olivet cemetery, Han- 
over, on Friday.

Topper, of York, nearly lost her life.from 
suffocation when her playmates, to pre- 
vent her from being chastised by her 
mother, for helping herself to some peach- 
es, placed her in a trunk on the second 
floor of the borne of Mrs. Diehl, a neigh, 
bor and mother of one of the chil- 
dren.

Mrs. Topper, accompanied by Mr. Book- 
mjer, father of one of the children, en- 
tered the Diehl home and conducted a 
search, finally opening the trunk, where 
they discovered the child in an uncon- 
scious condition. She had been in the 
trunk almost 3 hours. The children claim- 
ed they opened the trunk at times to give 
her air aad talk to her. The child has 
fully recovered.

HOW INSANITY HAS GAINED 


Increase in United States Revealed by 


Census Taken by National Com- 


mittee for Mental Hygiene. 


Insanity in the United States is de- 


cidedly on the increase. This fact is 
revealed by reason of a census taken 
of the insane, feebleminded, epileptics, 
inebriates and drug addicts by the 
National Committee for Mental lly- 
Kienp. Analysis .of this census is found 
In the Mental Hygiene. It was com- 
piled by Horatio M. Pollack, statistici- 
an of the New York State Hospital 
commission, anil Edith M. Furbush, 
statistician of the National Conmiittee 
for Mental Hygiene. 
, 
Tho fed oral census bureau estimates 


that the increase of population from 
April l.'l, liJIO, to January 1, 1917, was 
11 .SO per cent. The same government 
agency found in 1910 that the number 
of insane in institutions was 181,791. 
The census taken in .the present year 
revealed 234,033 insane persons in In- 
stitutions. Thus the increase in the 
insane in institutions during the corre- 
sponding period was 24.64 per cent, a 
growth more than double that of the 
general population. 


Mori-over, the rate of increase of the 


insane in institutions was relatively 
greater than that of the general popu- 
lation in every state except Arizona, 
Kansas, Mississippi, Nevada and South 
Carolina. Illinois is one of the states 
tn which the disparity between growth 
of population and Increase in insan- 
ity has been greatest. In this state 
the population Increase was 9.84 per 
cent, a* compared with a percentage 
of Increase of insane in institutions of 
^7.38. The neighboring state of Indi- 
ana shows an even greater disparity, 
with percentages of 4.64 and 27.44 re- 
spectively.

LIMBS MADE OF CARDBOARD 


Artificial Leg, Invented by Danish Doc- 


tor, Enables Wearer to Walk Soon 


After Amputation. 


CARRIED KNIFE BLADE 


IN BODY FOR 30 YEARS 


A Danish doctor at a hospital In 


Paris has invented a cardboard leg 
which enables the wearer to go about 
without crutches two days after liis 
limb has been amputated. 


The materials used are two sheets 


of cardboard about three-sixteenth of 
an inch thick, and bandages soaked In 
a starch solution. After careful meas- 
urements have been taken the card- 
board is cut into what looks like two 
peg-tops, which after being soaked in 
the bath fold round each other and are 
secured with bandnges. 


The principle,is that of an egg In a 


cup, and the patient can wear the leg 
long before the wound Is completely 
healed. lie can thus get air and exer- 
cise, which it is usually Impossible to 
obtain at tins phase of his convales- 
cence ; also he has to suffer none of 
the inconveniences of crutches, a stick 
sufficing for his needs. The leg, prop- 
erly treated, lasts from six months io 
a ye;ir, by which time a permanent 
artificial limb Is ready to be fitted.

His body thrown 50 feet by an explc 
sion in tho State quarry, near Shlppens- 
burg. David Ruesel, foreman of State

feet, Althouijh instantly killed, his body 
was not mangled in any way. 


The 2-story frame bouse on the farm of 
Charles Hoover, near Strineetown, York 
county, was destroyed by lire Wednesday 
morning, about 2 o'clock, entailing a loss 
estimated at $2,000. Most of the house­ 
hold effects were caved, The cause of the 
blaze is unknown. Mrs. Hoover is suffer 
ing from burns of her face and both hands 
sustained while rushing into the burning 
building and carrying out furniture. 
A swimming pool for the Gettysburg 
soldiers, 100x50x10 feet in dimensions, is 
about half finished by the contractors. 
The tank is located near tho Round Top 
railroad. The water will bo furnished 
from the artesian wells in the camp and 
will bo disposed of through the camp sew­ 
er which ompties into a septic tank jit ar 
Deyirs Den.

Hanoverian Killed In York. 
Crawling beneath the safety gates at 
the King’s Mill mill road crossing of the 
P. RR., in York, to get over tho crossing 
ahead of the train, Harry Wildasin, 
boarding in that city, was instantly killed 
shortly after noon on Tuesday when he 
was struck by a “deadhead*^ west bound 
troop train, going 40 miles an hour, Wil- 
dasin was employed by A. B. Kraft, «ou* 
Crete contractor, and wab on his way to 
the Kraft stables after his noon*day lunch, 
The man’s hearing was somewhat defec­ 
tive. The body of the man w’as struck 
by the bumper of the engine and carried 
about 50 ifeet beyond the crossing. A 
lamp along the track was broken from its 
fastenings and was deposited at a point 
near the body. Tho train was brought to 
stop. The man’s leg was severed between 
the knee and the ankle, and he sustained 
a deep gash on his head, behind the right 
ear. An inquest was deemed unnecesea 
ry, tho accident being due to the man’s 
recklessness in crawling beneath the gates. 
The dead man was a son of John (deceas­ 
ed) and Amanda Wildasin, of Hanover, 
and was aged 48 years, and 6 months.

Jennie Weaver, of Hanover, and a son, 
Harry Wildanin, of York. Interment 
was made in Mt. Olivet cemetery, Han­ 
over, on Friday,
